The Battle of Fort George is 
about to take place this weekend 
and the American forces will 
defeat the British army. During 
the battle many residents will flee 
their homes in town to the safety 
of family and friends in the coun¬ 
tryside. But businesses, gardens 
and farms need tending and for 
residents in Niagara life is going 
to be very different. 

Most of the men have left with 
the British army and by the time 
summer is over, many of the men 
who have stayed behind will have 
been taken prisoner by the occu¬ 
pying US forces.

Weekend of historic events promises excitement 


The Americans are coming. 

Nobody likes to think that the 
Americans took control of our town 
and raised their flag in our fort for 
almost six months 200 years ago. 

It was one battle we lost. 

But the victory didn’t last, and the 
U.S. militia retreated, burning many 
of our homes and businesses on their 
way out of town. 

This weekend is chock-full of excit¬ 
ing bicentennial commemorations. 
Saturday the Battle of Fort George 
begins, with the initial stages of the 
struggle taking place on the Common 
just outside the fort 200 years after 
the fort fell to the Americans. 

Parks Canada and the Friends of 


Fort George promise amazing artil¬ 
lery, pyrotechnics, and a sound and 
light show, ending with a grand fire¬ 
works display. 

On Sunday morning, British and 
American soldiers will be marching 
through the streets of the Old Town, 
with the second part of the re-enact¬ 
ment of the Battle of Fort George 
taking place in the afternoon, as 
British troops retreat out of the area 
and U.S. forces occupy Niagara. 

This is a battle of huge historic 
significance for our town, which

The weekend was just 
ideal for all gardeners. 

The nurseries were full 
with all the thought of work 
ahead eliminated by the 
beauty of all the newly- 
blooming plants. It is only 
when you unload everything 
when you get home the 
'work' aspect comes into

mind, and what seemed like 
inspiration at the time 
means replanning the origi¬ 
nal design - my forte. 

Now once you get your 


new plants into the prepared 
bed, give them some fertil¬ 
izer and a drink, then put 
mulch around the roots to 
keep them cool and moist - 
in preparation for hot weath- 

As I sat out in the porch 
're-planning' I watched the 
petals falling like pink snow 
from the flowering Crab 
Apple, so now there is a pink 
circle on the grass - oh well, 
what goes up must come 
down, I'll think on it as fertil¬ 
izer (not really). 

Now at such a good time 
it is sad to have bad news, 
but bad news it is - there is a 


virus infection attacking 
cannas. 

This is very disturbing 
news in the plant world, and 
the fact that the Dutch grow¬ 
ers did not inform our sup¬ 
pliers means there is a 
chance the infection is 
already here. 

It shows as a small patch¬ 
es of lighter green than the 
normal leaf colour on newly 
emerging foliage. 

These patches will 
become streaks, eventually 
forming brown patches. 

The virus can be spread 
to a healthy plant if it is in 
close proximity. Scientists 


are not sure of the vector 
(carrier) but the main sus¬ 
pect is aphids. The disease 
may also be spread by unsus¬ 
pecting gardeners when they 
divide their canna plants. 
There is no cure. 

All this information was 
passed on to us by Dugald 
Cameron of Garden Import, 
who was distraught when he 
found out that the growers 


diseased stock. We just 
might get away with no virus 
for a while, but be alert. 

I know for myself I will 
have a difficult time finding 
an alternative that works so 


well. 

Next Tuesday (May 28) is 
the end of season meeting 
for the Horticultural Society 
and the talk is all about 
hydrangeas, something you 
will not want to miss, so do 
come and join us at the 
Community Centre on 
Anderson Lane. 

The coffee is on for 6.30 
p.m. and the meeting starts 
at 7 p.m. 

I will have what is left of 
the styrafoam peanuts for 
your planters. You supply 
the bag and a donation to 
the Tree Fund.

Time to talk about legislation for assisted suicide in Canada 


What would you do in 
this situation? The patient is 
paralyzed, incontinent of 
bowel and urinary functions, 
unable to take nourishment 
and obviously in pain. I 
doubt that anyone, regard¬ 
less of race or religion, would 
disagree with a lethal injec¬ 
tion if the patient were a 
beloved dog. But humans in 
most nations are denied this 
right. 

Currently, a tennis part¬ 
ner of mine is in this same 
condition, along with 
Alzheimer’s disease. His has 
been a frightful sight to 
watch as it progressed as 
surely as night follows day. 
He no longer knows me, 
stares day after day at blank 
walls. I know from past talks 
he would prefer a dignified 
death. 

Alzheimer’s disease has 
been labelled the Grey 
Tsunami, and it has huge

implications for families and 
our health care system. 

Every 70 seconds a new 
case of Alzheimer’s disease 
is diagnosed in North 
America. This means that 
one in 11 seniors will devel¬ 
op this disease. Currently 5.3 
million Americans and 
500,000 Canadians suffer 
from it and related demen¬ 
tia. It’s small wonder that 


Alzheimer’s disease is the 
second most feared disease. 

Some researchers say it’s 
possible, by a combination 
of physical and mental activ¬ 
ity, to improve brain activity. 
But there’s a problem. My 
friend was as active physi¬ 
cally and mentally as anyone 
I know. He was an ardent 
athlete, spoke two languages, 
devoured figures of the Wall 
Street Journal daily. I doubt 
anything could have been 
done to change this outcome. 
Once Alzheimer’s strikes, 
the rules of the game are 
fixed. 

Today North Americans 
are living longer, and it’s 
dangerous to get older. Some 
will develop Lou Gehrig’s 
disease, or a number of other 
chronic degenerative prob¬ 
lems, that make life a living 
hell at the end. 

It’s ironic that we have a 
Society for the Prevention of 


Cruelty to Animals, but no 
such society for humans. 
Unfortunately, even express¬ 
ing an opinion today about 
assisted death is hazardous. 
As Voltaire remarked, “It is 
dangerous to be right when 
the government is wrong”. 

When I express my opin¬ 
ion on assisted death, a vocal 
minority invariably say I 
want to exterminate the sick 
and establish death camps. 
They question whether I 
ever went to medical school, 
or why I don’t accept God. 
This is an unjust judgment 
when I’ve spent my life sav¬ 
ing lives. Moreover, polls 
indicate that a majority of 
North Americans agree with 
doctor-assisted death. It’s 
absurd that Canada’s 
“Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms” provides free¬ 
dom in so many question¬ 
able ways, yet is so inhumane 
when it comes to the right to 


die with dignity. 

I do not promote assisted 
death to anyone. But in a 
democratic nation we should 
be allowed to sign a legal 
document stating that if we 
become thoughtless, inconti¬ 
nent and immobile we can 
choose this action. 

One of Harvard’s most 
distinguished medical pro¬ 
fessors once remarked, “The 
secret of caring for the 
patient is caring for the 
patient.” 

But after years of caring 
for patients he himself devel¬ 
oped a devastating fatal ill¬ 
ness. Just before he commit¬ 
ted suicide he left a note 
saying, “It’s wrong that soci¬ 
ety forced me to end my life 
this way without help.” 

But change is in the air. 
There’s growing support for 
people’s right to self-deter¬ 
mination. Assisted death is 
now permitted in seven 


countries and states and is 
being debated in Canada, 
New Zealand, Australia and 
Britain. 

Recently Montana’s 
Supreme Court ruled that 
physicians cannot be perse¬ 
cuted for prescribing lethal 
medication for terminally ill 
patients. 

Opponents cry that abus¬ 
es will abound if this legisla¬ 
tion is passed. But history 
proves otherwise. Oregon’s 
legislation was passed in 
1998 without triggering an 
epidemic of assisted deaths. 
Even in Switzerland, the 
most liberal of all nations, 
assisted deaths account for 
only 0.5 percent of deaths in 
that country. 

The point is that there 
should be no need to buy a 
one-way ticket to Zurich. It’s 
time to talk about it, as no 
one will care as much about 
how you die as you will.

GranFondo Canada, 
which hosts major cycling 
events across the country, 
hopes to bring 3,000 riders 
through Niagara-on-the- 
Lake this September - and 
double or triple that num¬ 
ber in following years. 


Chris Charlebois of the 
Niagara Sport Commission 
came to council last week to 
talk about the 125-kilometre 
event, which will begin in 
Niagara Falls, travel along 
the Niagara River Parkway 
down the steep hill that 
begins at Queenston 
Heights, past Navy Hall, 
along Ricardo St., Front, 


Simcoe and then Queen 
Street to Niagara Blvd, and 
along Shakespeare Ave. to 
Lakeshore Rd. 

Cyclists will be notified 
ahead of time of the danger 
of the hill from Queenston 
Heights, which will be 
watched over the day of the 
ride with event marshals. 

The event's appeal to 


cyclists is the opportunity to 
enjoy the Niagara landscape 
in a dedicated traffic-free 

The timing of the event is 
so well-orchestrated that as 
cyclists move along the 
route roads are re-opened, a 
sweep vehicle will open 
roads and pick up signs so 
that locals and tourists 


aren’t inconvenienced a 
moment longer than neces- 

Lindsay Carswell, of 
GranFundo Vancouver, says 
cyclists will clear Niagara- 
on-the-Lake in about an 
hour and 10 minutes, includ¬ 
ing a brief rest stop at 
Queen’s Royal Park. 

The ride begins early in 


the morning of Saturday, 
Sept. 14, which this year is 
the first weekend of the 
Niagara Wine Festival, 
entering NOTL at around 
7:20 a.m. Cyclists and any 
signage along the way 
should be cleared by 8:30 
a.m., Carswell said.
